W. H. Stringer, a well known bu si­ 
ness man of Indianapolis, was in the 
city 
today looking u p old friends 
and walking abont town, looking for 
old landmarks and other familiar ob­ 
jects that graced Ru shviile when he 
resided here 48 years ago. 
Mr. Stringer is sixty years old. 
He 
was born in a log cabin, located on a 
farm we« t of town and then known as 
“ the Davis place.” 
He is a son of 
Mrs. Mary Stringer, who wras hou se­ 
keeper for the Old Mansion Hou se 
wdien it w’as owned by Joseph Hamil­ 
ton. 
Mr. Stringer resided in Ru shviile 
for twelve years and had not been ba ck 
to Ru shviile to visit for any length of 
time for 48 years. 
His visit here to­ 
day brou ght back a flood of memories 
of the pranks and associations of his 
boyhood days. 
As a barefooted boy he 
ran in the streets and with his play­ 
mates shonted for 
Bu channan 
and 
Freemont in 1836. 
At the time John S. Campbell was 
postmaster. Mr. Stringer was “ Devil” 
in tlie Repu blican office. 
He says that 
he thou ght 1»3 knew* more than the 
editor. 
One 
Satu rday 
the 
editor, 
whose name he does not remember 
went 
fishing. 
The 
Repu blican 
at 
that time was a weekly |» aper and was 
printed on Satu rday morning for Su n 
day reading. 
The paper was ready 
for the press. ¡¡Mr. Stringer 'and his 
mischievou s 
playmates concocted a 
jdke on a friend and Mr. Stinger set 
it in type to pu t in the paper when 
the editor left. 
In setting the type in 
the form, he “ pied” the whole bu si­ 
ness. 
He took his hat and coat and 
left. 
There was no paper printed that 
day and whenever thojformer ‘Dt vil” 
saw the editor coming he always had 
bu siness elsewhere. 
He never « {Kike 
to the editor from the day he pied the 
form. 
Mr. Stringer says he well remem­ 
bers the first door bell that c ame to 
Ru shviile. 
It was in 1854 that Jack 
Morris brou ght home his newly wed­ 
ded wife from the East. 
Mrs. Morris 
wou ld have a door bell. 
The Morris’ 
lived oil what is now First, street 
at a point sou th of the cou rt hou se. 
In 
front of the hou se was an old well, 
walled u p with sycamore gu ms, which 
su pported a windlass by which means 
bu ckets of water were drawn from the 
well. 
Mr. Stringer and his playmates 
Joe Ben Frazier, Bob 
Smith 
and 
others, wou ld attach a fishing line to 
the lever on the bell and after 'hiding 
behind 
the 
well, wou ld

Washington. Ju ne 14.—A note of 
pessimism is discernible today in the 
tone of the discu ssion of the negotia­ 
tions for peace in the far East. 
As 
far as is ascertainable at this time, 
no permanent grou nd exists for the 
su pposition that the negotiations are 
not proceeding favorably. 
It is real­ 
ized in both governmental and diplo­ 
matic qu arters that u ntil the two bel­ 
ligerents actu ally are brou ght togeth­ 
er on a common basis of u nderstand­ 
ing, the possibility of a hitch mu st be 
taken into accou nt. 
Among members of the diplomatic 
corps the .ormat response of the Ru s­ 
sian government to the president's ap­ 
peal for a cessation of hostilities was 
received with seen interest. 
It was 
made the su bject of a conference at 
the White Hou se between the presi­ 
dent and Minister Takahira. 
The de­ 
tails of the conference were not dis­ 
closed. bu t Minister Takahira intimat­ 
ed strongly that the negotiations were 
proceeding smoothly. 
In other diplo* 
inatic qu arters it was su ggested that 
possibly a too optimistic view of the 
situ ation generally was being taken. 
In an Important qu arter the belief 
is expressed that no df Iterances have 
arisen in the pro g ress of the negotia­ 
tions which wou ld amou nt to a hitch 
or which cou ld not be smoothed over 
with tact and earnest persistence on 
the part of the president. Direct com­ 
mu nication between St. 
Petersbu rg 
and Tokto has not yet been estab­ 
lished. 
The White Hou se is yet the 
mediu m for all commu nications be­ 
tween the two capitals. Important de­ 
tails remain to be agreed u pon before 
the plenipotentiaries of the belliger­ 
ents can meet to discu ss the means of 
ending the war. 
There is adequ ate 
au thority for the statement that there 
is no actu al hitch in the preliminary 
negotiations. Progress is being made, 
bu t it may be several days or even 
longer before all details for the meet- 
oan be definitely fixed. 
A diplo­ 
mat explained the situ ation when he 
said certain optimists had su cceeded 
in getting ahead of the actu al statu s 
qu o of the negotiations. 
“These op­ 
timists.“ he added, “natu rally become 
alarmed when they find that the nego­ 
tiations are not keeping pace with 
their 
predictions, 
and 
straightway 
they annou nce a hitch in the negotia­ 
tions.” 
Ru ssia regards her consent to ap­ 
point 
plenipotentiaries 
to 
discu ss 
means of ending the war as a tentative 
arrangement. 
Althou gh the 
word 
plenipotentiaries is u sed in the Ru s­ 
sian reply, it is u nderstood that their 
appointment does not commit Ru ssia 
to any p le d g e to end the war. 
Ru s­ 
sia's object in appointing these fu lly 
empowered envoys is to find ou t 
whether Ru ssia can obtain from Japan 
peace terms which it is possible for 
Emperor Nicholas to accept, 
Japan 
is natu rally cau tiou s, althou gh she, 
too, has accepted the president’s offer 
of good will and agreed to appoint 
plenipotentiaries, 
The negotiations 
have progressed far enou gh for the 
belligerents to be discu ssing throu gh

Thou gh the United State» is at peace 
with the world, Indiana is fu rnishing 
monthly somewhere near a hu ndred 
men for the army and nearly that 
many for the navy. 
There are two regu larly established 
army recru iting stations in lu diana, 
one in Indianapolis and one at Evans­ 
ville. 
At the Indianapolis station and 
au xiliary points, 72 recru its were en­ 
listed, with the following nu mbers to 
each station : Indianapolis, 44; Terre 
Hau te, 16 ; Mu ncie, 13 ;. Richmond 2 ; 
Shelbyviile 2. 
The average nu mber 
of lads recru ited were abont one ou t 
of every two who applied. 
Naval recru iting officers make 
a 
tou r of the State at intervals, bu t there 
is no regu larly established post in In- 
dana. 
Whenever they make their ap­ 
pearance, however, the you ng of the 
land make themselves known more 
generally than to the army officials. 
It seems that the career of a sailor is 
more fascinating to the yonng Ameri 
can, especially in Indiana, than is the 
army.

Indiana was a Pprohibition State 
for a short time in 1835, a fact proba­ 
bly known to bu t few. 
Whiskey was 
cheap in the 50’s, being 
qu oted iti 
w’holesale lots at *¿0 to 35 rents a gal­ 
lon. 
There were no restrictions as to 
the consu mption or sale to adu lts or 
minors. 
The pu blic drinking places 
were kept open from snnu p to su nu p. 
Several distilleries in the State man­ 
u factu red spirits in qu anties, while 
many neighborhoods su pported private 
stills for local consu mption. 
Prior to 1854 there were no laws 
controlling the manu factu re or sale of 
intoxicants. 
In that year a temper­ 
ance wave passed over Indiana, and 
temperance lodges were organize« ! at 
every cross road and hamlet. 
The 
movement became so popster that the 
State was divided into temperance anti 
whisky parties, and State and national 
issu es in the State cam{iaigii of 1854 
wore, to a great degree lost sight of. 
The tempo ranee agitators were called 
fanatics and extremists. 
As a resu lt of tlie cru sade a majority 
of those elect**! to the legislatu re con­ 
vening in 1855 wore pltnlgod to enact a 
law* to restrict the sale of all spiritu ou s 
liqu ors. 
The leaders in the temiterance move­ 
ment, emboldened by their overwhelm­ 
ing su ccess at the {« lies, lost their 
heads, and enacted a law that was 
patterned somewhat after the Maine 
prohibitory law. 
A man named Bobee refu sed to close 
his saloon and o\» enly sold wiiisky by 
the « Irani. He was arrested ami backed 
by the whisky element, made a test 
case of the law. 
A few months later 
the Indiana su preme conrt decided this 
Jaw to be class legislation and u ncon­ 
stitu tional.

backslid and the movement lost its 
popu larity among th* mass« » . 


Du ring the campaign of J856 a fight 
was hotly waged by the temperance 
and the whiskey elemeu ts to control 
the legislatu re; one element sou ght to 
enact a prohibitory law* that wou ld 
stand the test, ami the other to repeal 
the 18V» law, ami to prevent fu rther 
legislation along that line.

A nother sensation in the political 
situation was the arrest of Frank H.

ing interested in city contracts. 
He 
was held in $ 10.009 hail for a further 
hearing. 
He denies the charge. 
The fight over the streetcar fran­ 
chises prom ises to lie a warm one b e­ 
fore It is finally ended. 
It is a con­ 
test b etween the mayor and citizens 
living in the territory through which 
the proposed new lines are to run, on 
the one hand, and the Philadelphia 
Rapid T ransit company, hacked b y 
the Repub lican organization, on the 
other. 
Recently four streetcar com­ 
panies. sub sidiary 
concerns 
of 
the 
Philadelphia Rapid T ransit company, 
which corporation controls practically 
all the streetcar lines in the city, 
caused to he passed b y city councils 
ordinances giving ihcm the right to 
lay tracks on 110 miles of -tre et w ith­ 
out the city receiving anything for the 
privilege 
Citizens protested against 
the ordinances and Mayor W eaver ve­ 
toed them . 
The sam e day the gaa 
lease was passed b y councils the four 
b ills were passed over the m ayor’s 
veto, b ut no further action was taken 
b ecause of the gas lease fight. 
Two 
w eeks later when councils adopted a 
resolution w ithdraw ing the gas lease 
b ill, four ordinances were introduced 
repealing 
the 
street 
railw ay 
ordi­ 
nances, and last evening was set for 
a hearing on the m easures. 
The com m ittee room was crowded 
with lawyers, representing b oth sides, 
and other citizens. 
A motion was 
m ade that the repealers b e favorab ly 
reported to councils, b ut the chairm an 
asked that all those who desired to 
speak on the m easures b e heard b e­ 
fore the com m ittee took action, and 
this was agreed to. 
Select Council­ 
man Thom as J. Ryan, the only D em o 
cratic m em b er of select council, sug 
gested that the b ills b e sent to the 
city solicitor for his opinion as to 
their legality. He made the point that 
the ordinances had b een passed and 
that the streetcar com panies had thus 
b een vested with the right to use the 
streets 
w anted 
and 
that 
councils 
could not now take those rights from 
them . 
His suggestion was received 
with a storm of hisses 
O ther m em b ers of the com m ittee 
who spoke against the repealers were 
called "thieves" and "crooks," and so 
disorderly did the proceedings b ecome 
that a squad of police were huriedly 
summoned from the central station on 
the six th floor of the city hall to the 
com m ittee room on the fourth floor.
